On the 7th July, 1984, Shri Rum Adhar, Joint Superinten¬ 
dent of Police got information about the presence of dacoit 
Jagdish MfBllah (.along with his associates) at u ‘Tila’ in the 
ravines of Village Kanchi, Police Station Chakar Nagar. He 
immediately alerted the concerned Station Officers and he 
Qlongwith Shri Arjun Singh, Suh-lnspector of Police, Bakewar 
reached Police Station Chakair Nagar. He collected the force 
from Police Station Chakar Nagar and divided it into three 
parties; one party headed by himself and the other parties 
were headed by Sub-Inspector Arjun Sidgh, Bakewnr and 
Sub-Inspector S. N. Misra, Chakar Nagar. The three parties 
advanced towards the Tila’ according to the plan, from 
Eastern, Western and Southern sides by crawling. The Joint 
Superintendent of Police located the criminals. He saw one 
dacoit with a gun standing as a sentiy and other two sitting 
neairby. He signalled the Police to close the circle and advance 
further. The dacoit, who was guarding, opened lire on the 
Police party and look position on the top of the ‘Tila’. As 
ti result of firing from the dacoits Shri Arjun Singh and Shri 
S. N. Misra received gun shot injuries but they advanced 
further, inspire of the injuries. Thereafter, Shri Ram Adhai, 
Joint ^perintendent of Police challenged the dacoits to sui- 
render. The Police parties continued to lighten up the grip 
by crawling and moving closer to the dacoits, The exchange 
of fire continued tor about an hour. The dacoits made an 
attempt to escape but they wore chased away. However, 
two of them escaped taking advantage of the ravines and 
topography of the place. One dacoit was found dead on the 
spot and was later identified as the gang leader Jagdish 
Mallah. A ,12 bore gun with cartridges and a loud speaker 
were recovered from his possession. Another DBML gun was 
also recovered from the scene of occurrence.

On the 25lh May, 1984, an information about firing inside 
■the Amritsaria Gate. Ferozepur City, was reccivetl by the SIJO 
of Police , St.vlion Ferozepiii- City. He alongwith 3 Assistant 
Sub-Inspectors of Police, 2 Hcacf Constables and 7 Constables 
immediately left for the .scene of firing. On reaching there. 


he left behind one ASJ, one Head Constable and two Con¬ 
stables with instructions to take necessary action with regard 
to the murder of the President of a religious Organisation of 
Ferozepur City, who was shin dead by the extremists while 
tie wa-s going lo his house in a rickshaw alter ciosmg his 
shop. The brio then left with the residual lorce in hot pur¬ 
suit to arrest the criminals. At the Bansi Gate he met an 
armed section of CRPF, headed by Shri G. S. Rathore, Dy. 
Supdt. of Police, and consisting of Sub-fuspcctor Bhagwan 
Dass, two Head Constables, one L/NK and If Constables. 
This section of the CRPF was on law and order duty. The 
Deputy Supdt. of Police with his force made a hot puisuit of 
the culprits who had taken shelter in a maize field. At about 
8.30 P.M. when it was dark all along, Shri Rathore divided 
the maize held into various sectors and; entrusted duties to 
the Police force in those sectors. Sub-Insj^ctor Bhagwan 
Dass was also incharge of one sector.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 29th June, 1984, an information about the presence 
of Kaahmira Yadav gang in the ravines of river Ganga near 
Village Dharampnr was received. Shri Sohan Lai, Dy. 
Supdt. of Police, immediately collected a posse of Police 
force consisting of 6 Sub-Inspectors (including Sub-Inspector 
Ram Lachhan Yadav) Head CotLslable Arjun Singh, and 27 
Constables (Including constable Ram Naresh) and rushed to 
the spot and surrounded the areoi fiom three directions. The 
culprits who were In safe hiding were warned, to surrender.
